He said that he had made contact with the 
Curacao Prime Minister, Mr. Hodge and extended his condo¬ 
lences to him as well. 

“In moments like these we are shocked to the very founda¬ 
tion of our society. To think that this can occur on our small is¬ 
lands. Something this tragic, so painful definitely moves us and 
shocks our sense of confidence and brings much sadness to 
thousands of our citizens, not only in Curacao, but I believe to 
the entire Dutch Kingdom, “said the Prime Minister. 

The expressions that we are hearing from different parts of 
the Kingdom demonstrate that this incident has shocked the en¬ 
tire Dutch Kingdom. Prime Minister Eman emphasized that he 
hopes that the Curacao authorities will solve this crime as 
quickly as possible and that Curacao can count on Aruba’s sup¬ 
port wherever necessary. 



Outcry over Guantanamo 
grows, as does hunger strike 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Free 
them or put them on trial.

The Netherlands, world shocked with Wiels’ death 



Helmin Wiels 

Prime Minister Mark Rutte on 
behalf of the Government ex¬ 
pressed its horror at the murder 


of Helmin Wiels. “Much is still 
unclear, but nothing can justify 
such a cowardly act,” said 
Rutte. 

In a telephone conversation 
Sunday night with Prime Min¬ 
ister Hodge Curasao shortly 
after the murder, Rutte trans¬ 
ferred the participation of the 
Dutch population. 

The Prime Minister wished 
the children of Wiels, his sym¬ 
pathizers and the entire popu¬ 
lation of Curasao much 
strength in this time of sorrow 
and grief 

The Dutch Royal House is 


shocked with the death of po¬ 
litical leader, Helmin Wiels. 
This is what King Willem- 
Alexander said in a message 
via Interim Governor Adele 
van der Pluijm-Vrede. The 
message reads as follows: 

“The death of Mr Wiels has 
touched me very much. 
Through you I would like on 
behalf of the Queen and 
Princess Beatrix, offer my con¬ 
dolences in these difficult 
days, to the relatives, family 
and friends and to the people 
of the country Curasao. In my 
inauguration and swearing I 


said last week that in the King¬ 
dom of the Netherlands every¬ 
one’s voice may be heard and 
we collaborate on an equal 
grounds. Unfortunately it is no 
longer possible for an influen¬ 
tial fellow citizen to give con¬ 
tent to this right. 

The U.S. Consulate General 
in Curacao condemns the mur¬ 
der of Helmin Wiels in the 
strongest terms possible. A 
passionate advocate for the 
disadvantaged and unem¬ 
ployed, Wiels bravely fought 
against corruption and to ex¬ 
pand education opportunities 


for Curacao’s youth. Our 
thoughts and prayers are with 
his family at this time. 

The NOS and other Dutch 
papers yesterday linked Wiel’s 
murder to his tough stance on 
corruption on the island, 
adding that an intensive police 
investigation was under way to 
trace the suspects. 

Wiels was often called the 
"Pirn Fortuyn" of Curacao in 
reference to the controversial 
right-wing Dutch politician 
who was assassinated, also 
aged 54, in a parking lot in the 
Netherlands in 2002.

China's cyber spying targets US gov’t. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
China is engaged in wide¬ 
spread cyber espionage in a 
bid to extract information 
about the US government's 
foreign policy and military 
plans, said a Pentagon report 
issued yesterday. 

China kept up a steady 
campaign of hacking in 2012 
that included attempts to tar¬ 
get US government computer 
networks, which could pro¬ 
vide Beijing better insight into 
America’s policy deliberations 
and military capabilities, ac¬ 
cording to the Pentagon's an¬ 
nual assessment of China's 
military. 

"China is using its com¬ 
puter network exploitation 
(CNE) capability to support 
intelligence collection against 
the US diplomatic, economic, 
and defense industrial base 
sectors that support US na¬ 
tional defense programs," said 
the report to Congress. 

"In 2012, numerous com¬ 
puter systems around the 


world, including those owned 
by the US government, conti¬ 
nued to be targeted for intru¬ 
sions, some of which appear 
to be attributable directly to 
the Chinese government and 
military," it said. 

The report appeared to rep¬ 
resent the most explicit state¬ 
ment yet from the United 
States that it believes China’s 
cyber spying is focused on the 
US government, as well as 
American corporations. 

Although President Barack 
Obama's administration has 
demanded China stop wide¬ 
spread cyber theft, officials 
have tended to focus their 
comments on the hacking of 
private business digital net¬ 
works and not US government 
agencies. 

The information targeting 
by the cyber spying could 
possibly benefit China's arms 
and technology sectors, poli¬ 
cymakers interested in US 
leaders' thinking on China-re¬ 
lated issues and the Chinese 


military, the report said. 

The cyber spying could as¬ 
sist Chinese military planners 
in "building a picture of US 
network defense networks, lo¬ 
gistics, and related military 
capabilities that could be ex¬ 
ploited during a crisis," it said. 

The report said the cyber 
spying also was part of a 
broader industrial espionage 
effort that seeks to secure mil¬ 
itary-related US and Western 
technology, allowing Beijing 
to scale back its reliance on 
foreign arms manufacturers. 

"China continues to leve¬ 
rage foreign investments, 
commercial joint ventures, ac¬ 
ademic exchanges, the experi¬ 
ence of repatriated Chinese 
students and researchers, and 
state-sponsored industrial and 
technical espionage to in¬ 
crease the level of technolo¬ 
gies and expertise available to 
support military research, de¬ 
velopment, and acquisition," 
it said.

Boston bomber friend 
released on bail 


BOSTON (AFP) - A 19-year- 
old friend of accused Boston 
bomber Dzhokhar Tsarnaev 
was ordered free on $100,000 
bail yesterday as he awaits trial 
for allegedly lying to investi¬ 
gators probing the attack. 

Robel Phillipos, whose 
family emigrated from Ethio¬ 
pia, was placed under house 
arrest, where he will be under 
the custody of his mother. He 
must also wear an electronic 
monitoring bracelet. 

Under the terms of his 
house arrest, he will not be al¬ 
lowed out except to meet with 
his lawyer or for medical vis¬ 
its, Judge Marianne Bowler 
said. 


BOGOTA - Colombian Pre¬ 
sident Juan Manuel Santos 
yesterday refused to be drawn 
into a war of words between 
his predecessor - and harshest 
critic - and Venezuela's new 
president, Nicholas Maduro. 

Maduro, elected last month 
to replace the late Hugo 
Chavez, said on Friday he had 
evidence that Alvaro Uribe, 
president of Colombia from 
2002 until mid 2010, was con¬ 
spiring with the Venezuelan 
opposition to kill him. 

Santos was reprimanded on 
social media and by another 
former president for not re¬ 
sponding to Maduro's explo¬ 
sive comments, which also 
included an allegation that 
Uribe could have been in¬ 
volved in the death of a 
Venezuelan journalist. 

Santos said he would not 
comment publicly on the dis¬ 
pute - a veiled poke at Uribe, 
who has used his Twitter ac¬ 
count to defend himself against 


He was charged last week 
with lying to the authorities by 
denying that he had joined two 
Kazakh friends in Tsarnaev's 
college dorm room when Tsar¬ 
naev was on the run from po¬ 
lice after the April 15 bombing 
of the Boston Marathon. 

The three young men are 
accused of going to the miss¬ 
ing Tsarnaev's room, where the 
Kazakhs allegedly took his 
backpack and laptop computer. 

Phillipos, who knew Tsar¬ 
naev from their studies at the 
University of Massachusetts in 
Dartmouth, faces up to eight 
years in prison if convicted. 
His next hearing is scheduled 
for May 17.

"The dignity of former 
presidents is defended better - 
not with shouts or public in¬ 
sults - but through the corre¬ 
sponding diplomatic chan¬ 
nels," Santos said on his Twit¬ 
ter account. 

While Santos is playing it 
safe, Maduro's outburst against 
the former head of state threa¬ 
tens to disrupt the diplomatic 
peace between the two nations, 
formed by Chavez and Santos 
after years of cross-border 
bickering. Caracas broke off 
diplomatic relations with 
Uribe's government in 2010 
after he accused the leftist 
Chavez of harboring FARC 
rebel leaders inside Venezuela. 

Uribe on Sunday urged 
Colombia's attorney general to 
investigate Maduro over the 
"irresponsible slanders and 
threats," in case the Vene¬ 
zuelan leader ever visits 
Colombia.

Landmark neo-Nazi murder 
trial opens in Germany 



MUNICH (AFP) - A woman 
accused of being at the heart of 
a neo-Nazi killer cell went on 
trial Monday in a case that has 
shocked and shamed Germany 
and prompted calls for a secu¬ 
rity services overhaul. 

The random discovery of 
the gang in late 2011 embar¬ 
rassed authorities, exposing 
deep security flaws and raising 
uncomfortable questions about 
how the cell went undetected 
for 13 years in a country proud 
of owning up to its Nazi past. 

Dozens of anti-racist pro¬ 
testers shouted slogans outside 
as Beate Zschaepe, 38, entered 
the heavily-guarded Munich 
courtroom, appearing relaxed 
with her arms folded. 

She is charged with com¬ 
plicity in the murders of eight 
ethnic Turks, a Greek immi¬ 
grant and a German police¬ 
woman between 2000 and 
2007 as a founding member of 


the National So¬ 
cialist Under¬ 
ground (NSU). 

Dubbed the 
"Nazi moll” by 
media, she is also 
accused of in¬ 
volvement in 15 
armed robberies, 
arson and at¬ 
tempted murder in 
two bomb attacks. 

Her lawyers 
deny she was directly involved 
in murder. 

Four men joined Zschaepe 
in the dock on charges of sup¬ 
porting the NSU. 

Germans were stunned to 
learn in November 2011 that 
foreign criminal gangs were 
not behind the unsolved mur¬ 
ders, as long suspected by po¬ 
lice and the media, but 
home-grown racist killers. 

The case only came to light 
after Zschaepe’s alleged ac¬ 


complices, Uwe Mundlos and 
Uwe Boehnhardt, were found 
shot dead in an apparent mur¬ 
der-suicide. 

Zschaepe then allegedly 
blew up their shared home in 
eastern Germany and later sur¬ 
rendered to police. 

A DVD later emerged with 
a film in the style of a "Pink 
Panther” cartoon in which the 
group claimed responsibility 
for the attacks. 

A probe into the handling of 
the case revealed oversights 
and missteps by police and do¬ 
mestic intelligence services 
and a realisation that the right- 
wing extremist threat had been 
grossly underestimated. 

The head of domestic intel¬ 
ligence resigned in July after 
staff admitted shredding files 
relevant to the case, and a par¬ 
liamentary committee has been 
set up to look into what went 
wrong.

SARS-llke virus kills 
two more In Saudi: 
ministry 


Breast milk protein 
may reverse antibiotic 
resistance 



RIYADH (AFP) - A new 
SARS-like vims has killed two 
more people in Saudi Arabia, 
taking the number of deaths 
from the coronavirus that the 
kingdom has announced to 
seven in one week, the health 
ministry said. 

"The health ministry has an¬ 
nounced that three infections 
by the new coronavirus have 
been registered during the past 
days in Al-Ahsaa. Two of the 
victims have died while the 
third is in a stable condition," 
state news agency SPA said 
late Sunday. 

The report did not identify 
the nationality of the latest vic¬ 
tims. 

The health ministry an¬ 
nounced five Saudis recently 
died of the SARS-like virus 



and that two more were being 
treated in an intensive care 
unit. 

The World Health Organisa¬ 
tion said on Friday that three 
new cases of the vims were de¬ 
tected in Saudi Arabia. 

The outbreak has occurred 
in the oil-rich Red Sea region 
of Al-Ahsaa, which is near 
Bahrain and Qatar. 

The latest deaths bring the 
number of people who have 
died after contracting the vims 
— first detected last year — to 
18, of which 11 have been re¬ 
ported in Saudi Arabia. 

The SPA report on Sunday 
said the ministry "reassures 
everyone that the cases are still 
not widespread compared with 
other flu vimses," adding there 
was "no reason to worry". 

The ministry says 13 infec¬ 
tions have been "recently" reg¬ 
istered in the kingdom. 

The vims was first detected 
in mid-2012 and is a cousin of 
Severe Acute Respiratory Syn¬ 
drome (SARS), which trig¬ 
gered a scare 10 years ago 
when it erupted in east Asia, 
leaping to humans from animal 
hosts. 

The mysterious virus has 
been deadliest in Saudi Arabia, 
and the other cases were re¬ 
ported in Jordan, Germany and 
Britain 


Belgian 

Nobel 

winner 

commits 

euthanasia 

BRUSSELS (AFP) - Eminent 
Belgian scientist Christian de 
Duve, a winner of the Nobel 
prize for medicine, died Satur¬ 
day aged 95 after committing 
euthanasia, which is legal in 
Belgium, his family said. 

De Duve was the second 
well-known Belgian to choose 
mercy killing after the death in 
2008 of writer Hugo Claus. 
Belgium was the second coun¬ 
try in the world after The 
Netherlands to legalise eu¬ 
thanasia in 2002. 

"It would be an exaggeration 
to say I’m not afraid of death, 
but I’m not afraid of what 
comes after because I’m not a 
believer. When I disappear I 
will disappear, there’ll be noth¬ 
ing left," he told the Belgian 
daily Le Soir just a month ago. 

De Duve had decided to 
commit euthanasia after suffer¬ 
ing a fall in his home but was 
awaiting the arrival of his son 
from the United States in early 
May in order to die surrounded 
by family. 

"He left us serenely and re¬ 
fused to take anti-anxiety pills 
before the final injection. He 
left with a smile and a good¬ 
bye," his daughter Francoise 
told Le Soir. 

De Duve, who studied med¬ 
icine and chemistry, picked up 
the 1974 Nobel with fellow 
Belgian Albert Claude and 
American George Palade for 
research on cancer. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
protein in breast milk may 
help reverse antibiotic resist¬ 
ance and offer a new path 
against superbugs that cause 
pneumonia and staph infec¬ 
tions, US researchers reported 
yesterday. 

The findings in the journal 
PLoS ONE are based on lab 
experiments using petri dishes 
and animals to test the protein 
complex called Human Alpha- 
lactalbumin Made Lethal to 
Tumor Cells, or HAMLET. 

Researchers at the Univer¬ 
sity of Buffalo found that the 
compound was able to in¬ 
crease the sensitivity of tough 
bacteria to antibiotics, revers¬ 
ing resistance and allowing a 
lower antibiotic dose when 
treating sick mice. 

Penicillin-resistant Strepto¬ 
coccus pneumoniae and me- 
thicillin-resistant 
Staphylococcus aureus, also 
known as MRSA, regained 


sensitivity to the antibiotics 
they were previously able to 
beat, the researchers said in a 
statement. 

"HAMLET has the potential 
to minimize the concentrations 
of antibiotics we need to use to 
fight infections, and enable us 
to use well-established antibi¬ 
otics against resistant strains 
again," said Anders Hakans- 
son, lead researcher and a UB 
assistant professor of microbi¬ 
ology and immunology. 

The protein complex was 
discovered while Hakansson 
was working in Catharina 
Svanborg’s laboratory in Lund, 
Sweden. 

It has been shown in previ¬ 
ous studies to selectively kill 
both tumor cells and bacteria. 

Scientists hope it can one 
day be used in humans, in 
combination with already ex¬ 
isting antibiotics, to boost the 
fight against superbugs and 
drug resistant bacteria.

US stocks close mixed; 
S«&P at new all-time high 


NEW YORK (AFP) - US 
stocks closed mixed yesterday, 
with banking giant Bank of 
America advancing strongly 
on news of a key mortgage se¬ 
curities settlement. 

The broad-based S&P 500 
edged to a new all-time closing 
high, rising 3.08 (0.19 percent) 
to 1,617.50. 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average slipped 5.07 (0.03 
percent) to 14,968.89. The 
tech-rich Nasdaq Composite 
Index rose 14.34 (0.42 percent) 
to 3,392.97. 

Trading was subdued amid 
a lack US economic data, a 
sharp contrast to Friday when 
a strong April jobs report drove 
major gains in the leading in¬ 
dices. 

Stocks also got an upward 
boost from fresh comments by 
European Central Bank Presi¬ 
dent Mario Draghi, who said 
the ECB could take additional 
steps if economic conditions 
warrant, said Peter Cardillo of 
Rockwell Global Capital. The 
ECB last week cut its bench¬ 
mark interest rate to boost 
growth in the recession-mired 


eurozone. 

On the corporate front. 
Bank of America and MBIA 
announced an agreement to 
settle a dispute over mortgage- 
backed securities, with BoA 
set to pay $1.7 billion to the in¬ 
surer. The agreement, which 
requires approval by authori¬ 
ties, would remove a cloud of 
legal uncertainty surrounding 
the firms. Bank of America 
gained 5.2 percent; MBIA 
soared 45.4 percent. 

Crestwood Midstream Part¬ 
ners LP rose 3.6 percent while 
Inergy LP rose 7.9 percent 
after the two firms announced 
a $7 billion merger. The two 
companies, which specialize in 
natural gas storage and pro¬ 
cessing, said the merger would 
take advantage of new oppor¬ 
tunities with the natural gas 
shale boom. 

Bond prices fell. The yield 
on the 10-year US Treasury 
rose to 1.77 percent from 1.75 
percent late Friday, while the 
yield on the 30-year bond in¬ 
creased to 2.99 percent from 
2.97 percent. Bond prices 
move inversely to yields.

Calls for Dutch Queen to clear father's junta role 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
Queen Maxima has reached 
the zenith of her popularity 
both in the Netherlands and in 
her native Argentina after as¬ 
cending the throne with her 
husband King Willem-Alexan¬ 
der this week, but calls remain 
for her to come clean on her fa¬ 
ther’s murky role in his coun¬ 
try’s former military junta. 

Jorge Zorreguieta, now 85, 
served as agriculture minister 
under the notorious Argentine 
regime of Jorge Videla in the 
1970s. 

The junta, which Videla led 
from 1976-1981, is held re¬ 
sponsible for the disappear¬ 
ance of up to 30,000 people 
during the so-called ’’Dirty 
War” against political oppo¬ 
nents. Many of the disappeared 
are believed to have been 
thrown from planes on ’’death 
flights” over the southern At¬ 
lantic Ocean. 

Queen Maxima’s father has 
in the past denied knowing of 
the disappearances and the 
Dutch cabinet even commis¬ 
sioned historian Michiel Baud 
to look into the extent of his in¬ 
volvement in the junta. 

Baud concluded that Zor-

reguieta must have known 
something about the torture 
and the thousands that disap¬ 
peared at the time, but was al¬ 
most certainly not personally 
involved. 

”He obviously knew some¬ 
thing,” said Pablo Jannes, a 56- 
year-old Dutch-Argentinian, 
who has been living in the 
Netherlands since 1987. 

’’Why doesn’t Maxima sim¬ 
ply say: ’my father is lying 
when he says he doesn’t 
know,” Jannes told AFP at his 
home just outside the port city 
of Rotterdam a few days after 
the enthronement. 

”Of course Maxima did not 
take part in the dictatorship, 
but I don’t think she’s done 
enough to distance herself 
from her father’s past,” he said. 

As a 20-year-old Jannes saw 
Videla take power and back 
then, as a student active in pol¬ 
itics and the son of a prominent 
unionist, already had a taste of 
the abuses of the repressive 
Peronist regime which ruled 
the South American country 
before Videla’s ascent. 

He still remembered the 
horror of his own arrest under 
Isabel Peron’s rule and says he 
survived five moek exeeutions 
with guns pointed at his head 
and triggers being pulled — 
praetiees whieh eontinued 
when the junta took over. 

Jannes spent the Videla 
years laying low, moving from 
one plaee to another in Ar¬ 
gentina and trying not to draw 
attention to himself. 

’’Her (Maxima’s) father 
made a mistake by agreeing to 
be a minister under the dieta- 


torship,” he said, sipping a eup 
of Argentinian mate tea. 

In 2006, Maxima did meet 
the Grandmothers of the Plaza 
de Mayo, the ieonie human 
rights organisation represent¬ 
ing the relatives of those who 
disappeared - ineluding babies 
— during the Videla years in a 
gesture that was widely appre- 
eiated by the movement. 

But Jannes wants her to go 


further. 

’’Maxima should 
publiely admit that her 
father was involved and 
this she hasn’t yet done. 
It sounds wrong when I 
hear her and Willem- 
Alexander speak of 
human rights,” he said. 

In a press interview 
before her wedding 
Maxima said: ”I regret 
that he did his best in a 
bad regime. He had the best in¬ 
tentions.” 

While Zorreguieta has been 
aeeused of being involved in 
some of the disappearanees 
and eontinues to be investi¬ 
gated, he has never been 
eharged and put on trial like 
Videla and former military 
president Reynaldo Bignone. 

He stayed away from his 
daughter’s wedding to then 


Prinee Willem-Alexander in 
2002 in Amsterdam amid popu¬ 
lar outery in the politieally-eor- 
reet Netherlands. Her mother 
stayed away in solidarity. 

In an interview a few weeks 
before her husband beeame 
king. Maxima told the Duteh 
national broadeaster that her 
family made a joint deeision 
that they would not attend 
Willem-Alexander’s investi¬ 
ture, possibly to avoid further 
embarrassing questions from 
being asked. 

’’Just beeause he’s not eom- 
ing to the (enthronement) eere- 
mony and wasn’t at the wedding 
doesn’t mean that we’ve forgot¬ 
ten,” said Claudia Piazza, 25, a 
waitress at an Argentinian 
restaurant in Amsterdam. 

’’The theme of Maxima’s fa¬ 
ther has been dropped too 
quiekly,” she added. 


Spain seizes 32-tonne haui of hashish in 
melon truck 


MADRID (AFP/HANDOUT 
SPANISH POFICF) - Span¬ 
ish poliee announeed they 
have seized a massive 32 
tonnes of hashish hidden in a 
tmek transporting melons 
from Moroeeo, one of the 
largest hauls on reeord in 
Spain. 

Poliee found the hashish, 
with an estimated street value 
of 50 million euros ($65 mil¬ 
lion), when they searehed a 
refrigerated tmek earrying 
melons from the Moroeean 
port of Tangiers. 

On its arrival in the southern 
Spanish port of Algeeiras on 
April 27, poliee searehed the 
Moroeean-registered tmek. 

”On opening it, they found 
melons were being earried in 
the first two pallets, as the 
driver stated,” said a joint 
statement by the poliee and 
Spain’s interior ministry. 

’’Then as the agents eheeked 
the rest of the eargo they dis- 
eovered wooden boxes, whieh 
were open at the top, eontain- 



ing paeks of hashish wrapped 
in saeking.” 

A total of 24 boxes were dis- 
eovered eontaining 32.38 
tonnes of hashish and the 
driver was arrested on suspi- 
eion of eommitting a erime 
against publie health, poliee 
said. 

The reeord for Spain dates to 
1996 when 36 tonnes of 
hashish were seized in a boat 
in the eountry’s southeast, lead¬ 
ing to the arrest of 23 people. 

But larger hauls have been 


reeorded elsewhere, ineluding 
notably in June 2008 when 
Afghan anti-nareoties poliee 
seized 237 tonnes of hashish. 

Spain is the main gateway 
into Furope for hashish from 
neighbouring Moroeeo and the 
poliee regularly make large 
seizures. 

Last year, Spain intereepted 
a total of 325.5 tonnes of 
hashish, down 8.5 pereent 
from the year before, the inte¬ 
rior ministry said.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama teed 
off a new bid to court his polit¬ 
ical foes, hooking up with two 
Republican senators for a rare 
Monday round of golf, as Con¬ 
gress headed back to town after 
a recess. 

Obama was lined up to play 
the course at Andrews Air 
Force base with Republican 
senators Saxby Chambliss 
from Georgia and Bob Corker 
of Tennessee along with a fel¬ 
low Democrat, Senator Mark 
Udall of Colorado, a US offi¬ 
cial said. 

The bipartisan foursome rep¬ 
resented Obama’s latest public 
effort to court Republicans in 
the Senate as he seeks to un¬ 
pick the ugly political standoff 
in the chamber and pilot his 


second term agenda into law. 

The president, an avid 
golfer, has also held a series of 
dinners with Republican sena¬ 
tors and traveled to Capitol Hill 
to talk to senators and repre¬ 
sentatives of both parties. 

But he has also hit out re¬ 
peatedly and sarcastically at 
the delays and political games 
plaguing his initiatives in Con¬ 
gress and became furious when 
the Senate blocked his plan for 
increased background checks 
for gun owners. 

Obama’s political enemies 
frequently lambast the presi¬ 
dent’s golf games as an unnec¬ 
essary indulgence in tough 
times, and took aim especially 
at a recent Florida weekend 
which saw the president play a 
round with Tiger Woods.

MADRID (AFP) - Maria 
Sharapova survived a sticky 
start to move into the second 
round of the WTA Madrid 
Open on Monday with a 7-5, 
6-2 win over Alexandra Dul- 
gheru of Romania. 

The Russian, who won the 
French Open on clay last year, 
brought a 16-match winning 
streak on the surface into 
Madrid and was strongly 
favoured to coast past a player 
who has been dogged by knee 
injuries. 

But she struggled at times in 
the first set before finding her 
range in the second. 

It had all been about adjust¬ 
ing to the dirt surface and the 
particular demands of playing 
in Madrid, Sharapova said. 

The stakes are high for 
Sharapova in Spain as she 
could regain the world number 
one spot from Serena Williams 
if the results go her way. 

Williams won through in 
straight sets on Sunday and the 
two could face off in the cham¬ 
pionship match at the end of 
the week. 

If Sharapova and Williams 
safely won through to the sec¬ 
ond round, the same could not 
be said of some of the other 
seeds. 

Both Caroline Wozniacki of 
Denmark and China’s Li Na 
crashed out on Sunday and 
Monday saw the end for Aus¬ 
tralia’s Samnatha Stosur as she 
lost 7-6 (9/7), 6-2 to home hope 
Carla Suarez Navarro. 

Poland’s fourth seed Ag¬ 
nieszka Radwanska also bowed 
out, beaten comprehensively 6- 
3, 6-1 by fast rising 19-year-old 
Briton Laura Robson. 


Boxings Venezuela's 
Solis becomes WBA 
super fly champion 


TOKYO (AFP) - Liborio Solis 
of Venezuela pounded out a 
points win over defending 
champion Kohei Kono of Japan 
to claim the World Boxing As¬ 
sociation (WBA) super fly¬ 
weight title on Monday. 

Two of the judges had Solis 
ahead, 115-111 and 114-112, 
while the other scored it 113-113. 

Kono counter-attacked with a 
straight right to knock Solis 
down in the second round. But 
the Venezuelan also had Kono 
on the canvas in the eighth after 
unleashing a left hook. 

The 31-year-old Venezuelan, 
the top-ranked challenger in the 
WBA, improved his record to 
15 wins, including seven KOs, 
against three defeats and a 
draw.

ZURICH (AFP) - Chuck 
Blazer was provisionally 
banned from the FIFA Execu¬ 
tive Committee on Monday 
following a decision by the 
chairman of the FIFA Ethics 
Committee, Hans-Joachim 
Eckert. 

Blazer, who stepped down 
last year as general secretary of 
CONCACAF, football’s gov¬ 
erning body in North and Cen¬ 
tral America and the 
Caribbean, has been accused 
of misappropriating the feder¬ 
ation’s funds for his personal 
use. 

A FIFA statement said: ’’The 
chairman of the adjudicatory 
chamber of the FIFA Ethics 
Committee, Hans-Joachim 
Eckert, has decided to provi¬ 
sionally ban FIFA Executive 
Committee member Chuck 
Blazer from taking part in any 
kind of football-related activity 
at national and international 
level for a maximum period of 
90 days. 

’’The decision was taken fol¬ 
lowing a request made by the 
acting deputy chairman of the 
investigatory chamber of the 
Ethics Committee, Robert Tor¬ 
res, based on the fact that var¬ 
ious breaches of the FIFA 
Code of Ethics appear to have 
been committed by Chuck 
Blazer and that a decision on 
the main issue could not be 
taken early enough.” 

Blazer was accused in a re¬ 
port by the CONCACAF In¬ 
tegrity Committee of 
misappropriating $15 million 
as well as other funds to buy 
and rent luxury apartments. 

He resigned from his post in 
CONCACAF last year after 
accusing then-CONCACAF 
president Jack Warner and 
Asian confederation supremo 


Mohamed bin Hammam of try¬ 
ing to bribe Caribbean dele¬ 
gates to vote for bin Hammam 
in FIFA’s presidential election. 

Blazer’s accusations led to 
the downfall of bin Hammam, 
the resignation of Warner as a 
FIFA vice president and CON¬ 
CACAF leader, and sanctions 
against several Caribbean foot¬ 
ball officials.

NEW YORK (AFP) - David 
West scored 20 points as the 
visiting Indiana Pacers rallied 
from a first-quarter deficit to 
beat the New York Knicks 
102-95 in game one of their 
NBA second round playoff se¬ 
ries on Sunday. 

All five starters finished in 
double figures for the Pacers, 
who played with an edge but 
kept their composure to bring 
back memories of the Indiana 
teams of the 1990s that battled 
hard against their New York 
Eastern Conference rivals. 

”We did a good job of tak¬ 
ing advantage of our shots and 
finishing around the rim,” said 
power forward West of the 
Pacers, who outrebounded the 
Knicks 44-30. ”We were at¬ 
tacking, we were aggressive.” 

The Pacers squared off 
against the Knicks three con¬ 
secutive years beginning with 
the 1993 post-season then 
again between 1998-2000. 

Centre Roy Hibbert finished 
with 14 points, eight rebounds 
and five blocks in the best-of- 
seven series. 

Paul George had 19 points 
and D.J. Augustin scored 16 
points in just under 13 minutes
